I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  195b. 

The  report  i3  prepared  and  will  be  circulated  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1955  and 
1551. 

The  information  v.-ith  regard  to  climatic  conditions  on  Rage  2  was 
kindly  provided  by  Lord  Basing. 

The  report  shows  that  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
satisfactory  during  the  year  and  that  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of 
serious  infectious  disease.  The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  the  Country  as  a  whole,  indeed  the  death  rate  very  favourably. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  were 
only  two  compared  to  six  in  1955  and  that  there  were  only  two  infantile 
deaths  (both  in  illegitimate  children)  compared  with  seven  in  1955* 
Stillbirths,  however,  wore  seven  as  compared  with  two  in  the  previous  year. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Breeds,  for  his 
co-operation  and  help  during  the  year  and  for  his  assistance  in  preparing 
this  report,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  sanitary  statistics  for  which 
he  is  responsible,  I  am  also  indebted  to  your  Waterworks  Manager,  Mr.  Burtt, 
for  his  co-operation  and  assistance  in  compiling  the  sections  of  this 
report  dealing  with  the  water  supplies  of  the  district,  and  to  my  clerk, 
Mrs.l.Dyas,  for  her  efficient  services. 

I  would  ill  so  like  to  acknowledge  the  happy  co-operation  and  assistance 
I  always  obtain  from  your  Clerk  and  the  other  members  of  your  staff. 

finally,  may  I  thank  you,  Madam  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  courtesy  and 
consideration  throughout  the  year.

B„  Nature  of  the  District 


The  District  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an  urbanised  area  in 
Gillingham.  The  principal  industries  and  trades  of  the  district  are  of  a 
mixed  nature  which  includes  brewing,  glue  and  fertilizer  mixing,  brick  making, 
timber  works,  glove  manufacturing  and  the  production  of  dried  milk  products,, 
There  are  two  large  bacon  factories  in  the  district  and  also  The  National 
Stud* 


Climatic  Condi ii ons „ 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  at  The  Malt  House,  Gillingham  during  the 
year  amounted  to  28,98  inches,  Bain  or  snow  fell  on  164  days  during  the 
year,  the  greatest  fall  in  twenty-f our  hours  being  on  January  30th  when  the 
amount  recorded  was  0,93  inches.  On  no  occasion  during  the  year  was  one  inch 
of  rain  recorded  in  twenty-four  hours. 

The  wettest  month  of  the  year  was  August  with  5d4  inches  recorded  and 
the  driest  was  February  when  rain  fell  on  only  three  days  and  the  total 
amount  for  the  month  was  0o10  inches.  For  the  second  year  running  rainfall 

was  below  the  average.

Distribution.  Apart  from  Bourton,  where  a  considerable  amount  of 
properties  have  private  supplies,  and  Fontmell  Magna,  where  a  number  of 
houses  are  still  supplied  from  the  Fontmell  Magna  private  supply,  practically 
all  other  houses  and  farms  in  the  district  take  their  supplies  from  the 
Council’s  mains. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE, 


The  extension  and  improvement  of  the  existing  Iwerne  Minster  Sewage 
Works  were  completed  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  £4,271. 

No  work  was  commenced  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  Gillingham 
or  other  post -■war  parish  Sewerage  Schemes. 

It  is  regrettable  that  national  and  local  financial  resources  necessitate 
the  postponement  of  many  very  necessary  parish  Sewerage  Schemes  year  after 
year.  Inevitable  public  health  nui.san.ces  continue  to  occur  as  a  result  of 
their  absence  and  expenditure  has  to  be  waste fully  incurred  from  time  to  time 
in  temporarily  abating  these  nuisances,. 

It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  Gillingham  Sewerage  Scheme  will 
be  commenced  during  1957o 

Continued  supervision  of  the  council  house  septic  tanks  was  maintained 
and  a  number  of  improvements  effected  to  some  of  the  tanks  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  Refuse  and  Salvage.  The  service  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse 
and  salvage  has  remained  the  same  as  in  preceding  years.  A  weekly  collection 
is  made  in  Gillingham  and  a  monthly  collection  throughout  the  remainder  of 

the  district. 

The  existing  refuse  tipping  area  at  Bleet 
will  soon  be  exhausted  and,  to  date,  no  alternative  suitable  site  has  been 
found  and  acquired.  Wherever  a  site  is  found,  it  is  most  unlikely  that  the 
present  insufficient  method  of  only  partly  controlled  tipping  practiced  at 
Bleet  will  be  able  to  continue. 


The  increased  labour  and  equipment  required 
to  obtain  properly  controlled  tipping  will  be  an  additional  inevitable  charge 
on  the  Council's  financial  resources . 

The  quantity  of  salvage  collected  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $6  tons  compared  with  99  tons  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
income  received  from  the  sale  of  the  salvage  amounted  to  £671o13s.0d  compared 
with  £81 8.4s .Od  in  the  preceding  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying.  No  cesspool  emptying  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION. 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can  be  provided,  a  gross  amount 
of  pollution  of  streams  and  ditches  in  the  district  cannot  be  avoided.  This 
type  of  pollution  is  present  in  many  parishes  in  the  district.

Forty-nine  owners  (compared  with  43  in  the  preceding  year)  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  provision  of  grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1949  for  the 
Improvement  of  property. 

New  Houses. 

No  new  dwellings  were  provided  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  Eight 
houses  were  built  in  the  district  by  private  enterprise. 

Forty-seven  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

After  initial  difficulties,,  and  some  reluctance  on  the  part  of  some 
tenants  to  disclose  their  financial  means  on  application  for  a  rent  rebate, 
the  rent  rebate  scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  is  working  well  and  equitably. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  189  applicants  on  the  Council's 
waiting  list  compared  with  229  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  There  appeared 
to  be  a  lessening  in  the  demand  for  Council  houses  for  farm  workers.  This, 
if  a  fact,  may  be  due  to  an  increasing  number  of  farm  cottages  being  made 
acceptable  to  farm  workers  as  a  result  of  an  increasing  use  of  improvement 
grants  and  the  building  of  new  farm  cottages.

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  ~  1 955, 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  of  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  been  employed  in  a  systematic  inspection  of  all  premises  in  the  district 
subject  to  these  regulations,  which  came  into  operation  at  the  beginning 

of  the  year. 

It  is  reported  that  as  a  result  of  these  regulations  and  the  action 
of  the  Inspector,  there  has  been  a  very  appreciable  improvement  in  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  premises  and  attitude  of  personnel  engaged  in  food 
preparation  and  distribution  in  the  District, 

The  Council  has  been  advised  to  grant  certificates  of  exemption  in  respect 
of  certain  allowed  items  in  the  regulations  in  seventeen  instances  -  in  the 
majority  of  these  cases  a  wash  hand  basin  in  addition  to  a  sink  was  not 
insisted  upon  by  reason  of  the  size  or  nature  of  the  business  carried  on  or 
premises  used. 

In  applying  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Regulations,  full  regard  has 
to  be  paid  to  the  smallness  and  type  of  many  existing  food  businesses  in  the 
district. 

Whilst  some  tiling  less  than  all  one  would  like  to  be  carried  out  In  the 
way  of  structural  alteration  and  equipment  has  to  be  accepted  in  some  existing 
food  businesses,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  highest  standard  should  not  be 
enforced  in  new  businesses. 

Similarly,  only  the  highest  standards  of  hygiene  can  be  accepted  in 
those  food  premises  concerned  with  the  preparation,  handling  and  distribution 
of  those  types  of  food  most  usually  incriminated  in  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning. 
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I  oft -Cry  am  (Heat  Treatment  etc,)  Regulations  194-7  -  1952. 


There  is  only  one  ice -2  ream  manufacturer  in  the  District.  Hie  above 
Regulations  are  found  to  work  satisfactorily  in  respect  of  making  ice-cream 
on  these  premises. 

The  ma  jority  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  distinct  is  imported  pre-packed,, 
byelaws  in  respect  of  Handling  and  Wrapping  Food  etc. 

Such  byelaws  are  operative  within  the  District. 

Food  Inspection. 

Slaughterhouses .  Four  licensed  slaughterhouses  we re  in  operation  during 
the  year,  three  of  which  were  in  connection  with  bacon  factories,  the  remaining 
one  being  an  abattoir  dealing  with  calves,  sheep  and  lambs  from  which  only 
a  small  proportion  of  the  carcases  are  supplied  to  retail  butchers  for  local 
consumption.

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I  referred,  at  some  length,  to  meat  inspection  in.  my  Report  for  last 
year,  'but  must  do  so  again  as  another  year  has  passed  during  which  large 
numbers  of  carcases  slaughtered  in  your  District  have  passed  (before  or  after 
manufacture  into  meat  pro  ducts)  into  other  Districts  without  the  carcases 
being  adequately  inspected  for  evidence  of  disease . 

Until  properly  controlled  meat  inspection,  is  made  a  statutory  (rather 
than  a  permissive)  duty  of  a  local  authority  and  until  the  financial 
arrangements  are  such  that  all  local  authorities  can  provide  an  adequate 
meat  inspection  service,  it  must  be  realised  by  all  that  diseased  meat 
will  be  available  and  will  be  eaten  by  the  general  public 0  Nothing,  other 
than  an  adequate  inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  will  prevent  this. 

Legislation  is  urgently  called  for  in  this  connection.
